on, by.varieus kinds of punifhments, oppreflions and tortures,

Of thofe Eaftern and South-eaftChunches, ther are‘no Iefs then 
‘eleven Secis, wheref thé three principallet are the Grecé.a, the 
Jacobite, and the Neftorign, with whom the reft have fom.depen- 
dence o; conformity, and.they acknowledg cancnical obedioncesi~ 
ther tothe Patriarch of Conflentinople, of Alexandria, of Fersfalen, 
‘or Antioch: They toncur with the Weltern Reformed Churches, 


in divers pofit‘ons again{t Rome, as.in.denial of Purgatory; in’ 


rejecting extreme union, and:celebrating the Sacrament under

baja according to the itineraries of the oblerving’ft travellers in 
thofe parts, is thoyghr to be in refpe€tive magnitude as big as 
Gergnsny, Spain, France, and Iraly conjun@ly'; an eftimat which 
comes nearer truththen that which fom make, by ftretching ic 
from one tropic to the other, viz, from the Red Sca tothe Weftern 
Ocean; ther are alfo divers Ifles upon the Coaft of Afrie that 
are coloniz ‘d with Chriftians, asthe Madera, the Canaries, Cape 
Vird, and Saint Thomas; but on the Eaft-fide ther’s none but 
Zocotgra. | ;
